The Bmithland Courier says that 
the Pittsburg Fluor.Spar and Mi- 
ning Company are puahing work 
on tneir property near tbe Cum- 
berland river, a ehott distance 
from Sinithland. It iii stated that 
a tramwaJT will be built from the 
mine to the river, for the purpose 
of more cheaply moving the lur^^e 
ontput of No. 1 fluor soar whioh 
the vain oootatna. F. M. Barnard, 
the manager of this company, is 
hsviug more or less work perform- 
ed on the company's property st 
(Jolconda, Illinois, on the north 
bank of the Ohio. The report of 
a large vein of solid lead on this 
propertv should be taken with a 
ffrain of salt, as nature never does 
bosineee in that way. Solid lead 
must come from the amaitaia, not 
from the ground. 

••• 

Oar people throughout the 
oountiee of Crittenden end Liv- 
ingston should remember that a 
well filled vein of galena, carbon- 
ate or fluor spar is worth a great 
deal of moBuy. They should not 
be in too great haate to part 
with their homes and farms eithsr 
on royalty leases or by direct pur- 
chase. O. S. Knight, of Ft Wayne 
and D. O. ti^ritlith, of ludiauapoliu 
have within the past few weeks 
closed QMitvaota for the parchase 
of several hundred acree of land, 
the cream of tbe mineral veins in 
these two oountiee. The property 
obtained by theee gentlemen for a 
few thousand dollars is worth more 
tha^ ttftv the amount paid, 
and milil %• era pleaaad that for- 
sign capital attracted to thid dis- 
tnot, we jprefer that our own pao- 
pleihonid ohlida tt laaal a fair 
remuneration for the property 
they part with.

A very pleasant interview was 
had with Air. F. Trout, luanag- 
ing director of The National Lead, 
Zinc and Fluor Spar Co. of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, regarding tbe works to 
be erected at the Marble mine, 
Fred on ia. We stated in a general 
way in our last week's issue that a 
plant was contracted for and today 
we are enabled to give many of 
tbe details 

The mill building will l)e 2Sx80, 
a very besvy frame being used. 
Beeidse this there will be the boi- 
ler and enf^ine rooms, of si/e autli- 
cient for To horse power. Cooley 's 
latest patented jiga will be install- 
ed, of sufficient capacity for 300 
tous daily. The breaking and 
crushing machinery, as well as the 
jigs, will Im furnished by Mr. El- 
more, of .Toplin, who was here a 
few days ago. It is thought that 
the three sbafta now in operation 
will snpply ore snfBoient for tbe 
maximum capacity of the plant. 
Mr. Trout statte that tbe average 
of the entire vein will run aa fol- 
lows: Lead 12 per oent., zinc '.\ per 
cent., the balance being largelv 
fluor apar, with mora or leea eal- 
cite. 

It is the intention of thecompa- 
nv, Mr Trout statee, to grind their 
clean, high grade fluor spnr, for 
tbe acid and glass works, and a 
spelter fnmaoa may be erected in 
the near future if the zino should 
prove to increase in the vain as 
rapidly as it has dona tbe last 20 
feet of sinking. Zinc and lead 
furnaces in this district will be a 
necessity should developments be 
made aa everything now indi- 
cates.

A BRIEF SUMMARY 



Of Wtrk AccompiitM b| the 
Itgislatirt. 



The legislative mill has ceased 
to grind and its work, which is 
said to have been tlie most prolific 
for twelve yeare, is now l)efore the 
people for their verdict. One hun- 
dred and thirty-one measures were 
turned out, one (onrih of whioh 
relate to the cities of Lopiarilla, 
Lexington and Covington. 

WhUe there were not many bills 
passed that are so very important, 
there were many killed that meant 
much mischief to the people. The 
duty of a legislator is just as im- 
perative to detect theae evils, and 
destroy them, as to invent and se- 
cure the passage of meritorious 
ones. A l ag l e l a t ive session, every 
two years, is a constitutional evil 
that the people ^must endure for 
sixty days, snd tbay take desper- 
ate cbancee in the ordeal, aud 
should feel proud if they come out 
no worse than they started, If 
the sessions were four or six vears 
apart there would be eome aelav, 
no doubt, in securing the little 
needed legislation fathered bv ne- 
cessity, but there would be fswer 
opportunities for the legislative 
pirates and jugglers to get in their 
work; tbefaloie I am convinced 
that a longer period should sepa- 
rate legislative years. 

The Revenue bill l>eoame a law 
just before the gavel full, after one 
of the most stormy contests of the 
lesion. It was a oompromiia by 
the Senate striking out the oapi- 
tol appropriation clause "and tne 
House yielding tbe privilege to 
isess national banks tbe same as 
stats banka. The national banks 
had their "frianda" in the Senate, 
who were datarmined to carry 
their point, or have no revmne 
bill at all. 8o in tbe last hour 
they threw their "capital friends" 
overboard and dietatad their own 
desire to the House, mlAtk tbay 
could but accept. 

We ahall have no new capitol 
for two years at least The ilefeat 
of the lueasure may Ite Httril)uted 
to several causes; a blunder in 
dnfttB|( Ofii^ WU} the mistake 



of ite friends in pvahing the lob- 
by work; the preteaded removal 
movement and the depleted con- 
dition of the treasury, whioh, 
coupled with a dfoutk last year, 
and an inoiaaaa of cents in tbe ; 
tax rate, to meet a Mdoit and asr^ 
sist our growing inaititaitMos, wtyi 
enough to kill a nriuiott dollar pi 
poeKion, and likewise to pai 
flight the paltiT llOOXttO aek< 
for by the St. Louie 'Expceitiu.t 
The verdict reached by tp^vLif^ ? 
lature seems to be: live iL^tbT"^- 
house until we get monel^j 
to build another, and stay 
or Ko to the State fair, if we ^r/ ' 
go to a fair at aU. 

While the legislature seZ 
dictate eoonomy to the pefm 
kept faith with them in nd- T^ 
extravagant; no salaries w/ 
ed. which are payable o^ ^ 
state treasury ; but one n^ 
was created, that of La 
missioner, he and asaietan 
iag only $2200 per annu 
scope of ohilanthropie w< 
been braaaened, ana aduo 
penal and other ijMlitatloBs 
be enlarged.

cells; onlv one old, rotten si 
sde gnaros one side of the ya 
and there is praotionlly no ptotec 
tion against fire. 

In oonolmlod I will say that ai 
far as my personal acts are con- 
cerned, they are matter for yoiu 
uiiprejudioed criticism; botallofv 
uie to say that I tried to aot hou- 
estly and with prudence, and ai itci>,' 
time did I lose sight of yoor ince- 
resta.

Hi* Ba« 
tioi.al guard bund took part in the 
ccrciiioiiicM attending the welcon » to 
rrini c Henry, and It was intended 
that his royal highness ahould hear 
th* natloaid aong of th* fatherland 
OB tkat oeteatoB. 

In reapoaae to his Inquiry the hand 
leader waa inforineil by a representa- 
tive of the lierman aiiibassaiior that 
the national Kong of the (ierman em-
